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MALE GUARDS BANNED IN SECTIONS OF N.Y. WOMEN’S PRISON 

NEW YORK CLNS) --Federal Judge Richard Owen ruled June 
9 that state officials may not place male guards in 
the residence areas of New York State’s only women’s 
prison, the Bedford Hills Correctional Facility. 

According to Steve Lattimer of South Bronx Legal 
Services, it had been a routine occurence for male 
guards to stand around and watch the women prisoners 
when they were showering or relaxing in their cells 
The guards would persistently ignore requests that 
they leave One woman reports having been raped by 
a guard. 

Judge Owen s decision was based on the prisoners' 
right to privacy. After months of delay, the case 
was decided in one day due to the outrageous nature 
of the violations. Attorneys for the state have 
indicated that they will appeal the ruling and will 
seek a stay on the court’s order-

exposed to the hormone DES (diethystilbesteroi ) before 
birth, when her mother took the drug to prevent a mis- 
carriage, a common use of the hormone between 1941 and 
19 i. Now she has precancerous tumors in the vaginal 

The Scanlon suit follows a multimillion dollar 
class action brought by three Boston women m 1976 
against 11 drug companies- They also charged that 
they were victims of the prenatal use of the drug and 
more suits have been filed elsewhere- Researchers say 
t at at least half a million women, possibly as many 

exposed during pregnancy to DES in 
the 30 years it was used to forestall miscarriage 

Although only a small number of the daughters of 
these women have developed cancer so far, a large ner- 
centage have experienced other genital tissue cLnge- 
linked to DES. These changes are suspected of being 
precancerous. ^

TWO FILIPINO NURSES WIN PaRTIaL vlCTORY IN CON- 
TINUING DETROIT MURDER TRIAL 

NEW YORK (LNS) — After nine weeks :r rtstam.'ny 
by 78 government witnesses; two Fiiipine nurse/^ 
currently on trial in Detroit h^ve won a partial 
victory in their case. 

Citing insufficient evidenc.e, Federal Judge 
Philip Pratt dropped murder charges and root of 
seven poisoning charges against Leonors Perez 
She and Filipina Narcisc still face a charge or c.n- 
spiracy and Narcisc faces one murder charge and rive 
poisoning charges . 

Originally, both women were charged with two 
counts of murder, seven counts of poisoning and cne 
charge of conspiracy, stemming f rom senes oi 6- i 3 
deaths and 50 nonfatal heart faij-utes at Detroit's 
Veterans Hospital in the summer of ;9"5 

In the face of the go veonmen'' ‘ f mabiii'y tj - : e. 
the nurses to the deaths and moun’'irig naciinwide Sup- 
port for the two, the charges have besn gtadjia’liy 
whittled away- This most recent dismissal ou barges 
came in response to a defense motion ii'ied immedi- 
ately after the government rested its nine-week :ase 
on June 1, The jury will make its ds.irion :n vhs 
remaining charges after the derense presents I's .ase, 

There is "little doubt that nearly all h- pa- 
tients mentioned in the charges were poisoned," 
Michzgan Free Press trial cerr espondent Nario Brennan 
noted as the prosecution rested ms case. 

"The task of proving the nurses a^ the poisoners 
has been another matter al tcget.he t , " he ;:n.luded. 

"The prosecutors here have established nj motive, and 
no smoking syringes were offered,"
